S.R.O. 199.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to certain Group ‘C Non-Industrial posts in the Ordnance Factories and Ord- 
nance Equipment Factories, namely ; — 

1. Short title and commencement.— (l)These rules may bo called the Ordnance Factories and Ordnance Equipment Factories (Gr- 
oup ‘C’ Non-Industial Posts) Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application, — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.— The number of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age lirnit, qualifications, etc.— The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limT, qualifications and 
other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5 . Disqualification.— No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other groimds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opnion that it is necessary or expedient to do so, it may, by order, for, 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons Or posts. 

7. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other conce ssions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central OovernTuent from time to 
time in this regard.

S.R.O. 201. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 184 of the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the Central 

Government hereby makes the following regulations further 
to amend the Navy (Pension) Regulations, 1964. namely : — ■ 

1. (1) These rcOTiations may be called the Navy (Pension) 
Ninth Amendment Regulations, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the official Gazette. 

2. In the Navy (Peasion) Regulations, 1964 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said regulations), after regulation 5, the 
following regulation shall be inserted) namely — 


“5A. Grant of provisional pension. — (1) Where any 
departmental or judicial proceedings arc in progress 
or arc instituted after retirement for an event which 
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took place not more than 4 years before such ins- 
titution against a service personnel (including a 
commissioned officer) who has retired on attaining 
the age of compulsory retirement or otherwise, he 
shall bo paid during the period commencing from 
the date of his retirement to the date on which, upon 
conclusion of such proceedings final orders are pass- 
ed, a provisional pension not exceeding the maximum 
ension which would have been admissible on the 
asis of his qualifying service upto the date of retire- 
ment or if he was under suspension on the date 
of retirement upto the date immediately preceding 
the date on which he was placed upder suspension ; 
Provided that no gratuity or Death-cum-Retirement 
gratuity shall be paid to him until the conclusion of 
such proceedings and the issue of final orders 
thereon : 


3. In the said regulations, in regulation 146, the following 
Note shall be inserted at the end, namely 


“Note : — No commutation of pension sanctioned under 
regulation 5A shall be allowed as provided in sub- 
regulation (1) of that regulation.". 

4. In the said regulations, in regulation 152A, the following 
Note shall be inserted at the end, namely ; — 

“Note : — ^No commutation of pension sanctioned under 
regulation 5A shall be allowed as provided in sub- 
regulation (1) of that regulation.", 

5. In the said regulations, in Appendix I, 


Provided further that no commutation of provi- 
sional pension shall be allowed. 

(2) Payment of provisional pension shall be adjust- 
ed against the final retirement benefits sanctioned 
to such personnel upon conclusion of the aforesaid 
proceedings but no recovery shall be made where 
the pension finally sanctioned is less than the pro- 
visional pension or where the final pension is 
reduced or withheld either permanently or for a 
specified period. 

(3) Nothing contained in this regulation shall pre- 
judice the operation of regulation 5 when final pen- 
sion or gratuity (including death-cum-retirement 
gratuity) is sanctioned upon the conclusion of the 
departmental or judicial proceedings. 


l(4) No ‘show cause’ notice shall be required to be 
given to the individual if the amount of provisional 
pension Is less than the maximum.”.
